on Eureka Road

A Detroit man shot and 
wounded in Belleville, crashed 
his Cadillac at Eureka Road and 
1-275 last Tuesday night while 
fleeing his alleged attacker, po¬ 
lice reported late last week 

The unnamed victim, age 44, 
was reportedly shot as he was 
leaving the home of a 28-year old 
Belleville woman last week and 
reportedly is now recovering at 
home followingsurgery. 

His accused attacker, Troy 
Washington, 33, was arraigned 
Saturday morning on one count 
of assault with intent to murder, 
which carries a penalty of up to 
life in prison; one count of felony 
firearms, which carries a penalty, 
of up to two years consecutive 
with another term; and one 
count of felonious assault with a 
motor vehicle, which carries a 
penalty ol up to four years. 

Washington had been arrested 
two days after the shooting at the 
Ford Motor Co. Michigan Truck 
Plant where he works. Ironically, 
Washington’s father, Jeff Wash¬ 
ington, is the president of the 
U.AW. Local 900, which is direct¬ 
ly across from the plant on 
Michigan Ave. 

According to Van Buren 
Township Police reports, the vic¬ 
tim left the woman’s Woodbury 
Green Apartments^ home at 
about 1:30 a. rh. "Wednesday. The 
victim exited the apartment 
parking lot, and turned onto 
Haggerty Road, and as he did, he 
noticed an SUV following him. 

The SUV soon pulled out in 
front of the victim’s Cadillac, 
where the vehicle stopped and 
the driver got out, signalling that 
he needed help. 

The victim, fearing he was 
about to be carjacked, tried to 
pull around the SUV, and the 


suspect fired three rounds from 
a .380-caliber handgun, striking 
the victim twice in the back 

The victim then sped in his 
Cadillac east on Huron River 
Drive. The SUV followed, and its 
driver continued firing rounds at 
the car. The victim called 9-1-1 
from his cellular phone. The vic¬ 
tim’s car finally crashed in Ro¬ 
mulus at Eureka Road near I- 
275. Romulus police responded 
to the crash, and Van Buren de¬ 
tectives, who were at the time 
out on surveillance, also raced to 
the scene to begin their investi¬ 
gation. 

The victim was transported by 
ambulance to Annapolis Hospi¬ 
tal. and later underwent surgery 
in Detroit 

The victim was released from 
the hospital Thursday morning, 
and picked Washington out of a 
photo lineup. Washington was 
then arrested while working his 
shift at the plant 

Washington was arraigned by 
an out-county judge over the 
weekend. Van Buren Police had 
asked for $100,000 cash bond, but 
the judge instead imposed a 
$1,500 cash bond, and Washing¬ 
ton was free 15 minutes later. 

The handgun has not yet been 
recovered. 

According to police, Washing¬ 
ton had recently broken up with 
the Belleville woman after a long 
romantic relationship, and the 
two have a 4-year-old daughter. 

Washington’s attorney, Frank 
Cusmano, had no comment for 
the press. Jeff Washington did 
not return phone calls from 
Michigan Community Newspa¬ 
pers Monday morning. 

Washington’s preliminary ex¬ 
am will take place at the 34th 
District Court in Rdmulus on \ 
Wednesday, November 29, at 9 
a.m.

Tuitel of Plymouth told stu¬ 
dents at separate assemblies in 
the Romulus Middle School and 
High School that he began life a 
little on the light side — about 
three and a half pounds. 

Tuitel appealed locally as part 
of disability awareness week and 
won over many of the students he 
talked to. 

Because of his small size at 
birth, his parents were told he 
probably wouldn’t survive. He did. 

Then he was stricken with 
cerebral palsy, but still was able to 
assume a managerial position on 
the E. Grand Rapids High School 
football team. 

That role really helped his self 


confidence. 

He is now married and the fa¬ 
ther of three children. 

Professionally Tuitel has 
joined with hfs business partner, 
George Ranville, to operate Tap 
Shoe Productions, a motivational 
speaking network, as well as Al¬ 
ternatives in Motion, a non-profit 
organization that supplies wheel¬ 
chairs for people in Michigan, 
who cannot afford them. 

Tuitel’s message stresses indi¬ 
viduality — namely recognizing 
your own potential and develop¬ 
ing it 

He says that “everyone has 
his/her purpose in life.’’ 

The important thing is to find 
out what it is...and then use your 
best efforts to achieve it 

Tuitel concluded by saying “I 
can teach people through my sto¬ 
ry to make basic daily choices for 
success, without letting temporary 
problems block their ultimate 
goal.” 


Metro Airport gearing up 
for ‘busiest day of year’

It’s that “busiest day of the 
year” time again, as thousands of 
Michigan residents flock to De¬ 
troit Metro Airport in preparation 
for heading off to “grandmother’s 
house” a month early. 

Michael Conway, spokesperson 
for the airport, reminds residents 
that the Thanksgiving Day holiday 
remains the airport’s busiest day 
of the year..busier than Christmas, 
Mother’s Day or even your per¬ 
sonal birthday. 

The “busiest day” title actually 
is two days — Wednesday (the day 
before Thanksgiving) and Sunday 


Nov. 26 (the return date for most 
travelers). Both dates are expect¬ 
ed to see in excess of 100,000 pas¬ 
sengers moving through the Ro¬ 
mulus-based airport , 

Metro Airport Director Lester 
Robinson urges passengers to 
“look outside your gate or air¬ 
plane window and witness the 
progress being made there on our 
97-gate midfield terminal. The 
best is yet to come,” he adds “and 
it is only 13 months away.” 

Robinson points with pride at 
the new changes now occurring at 
the airport including parking im¬ 
provements, new gates on Con¬ 
course A at Southwest and Spirit 
Airlines, less waiting time at the 
Concourse A/B passenger security 


checkpoint, additional restroom 
improvements and more eateries 
for travelers. 

In addition, Robinson said that 
Metro Airport officials have lis¬ 
tened to travelers and have added 
free easy to load luggage carts for 
international passengers. 

More green-vested Customer 
Service agents have been hired to 
make the Metro Airport experi¬ 
ence more friendly, and new car¬ 
peting has been added to the L.C.

Citizens present case for a 2nd judge 

They say 22nd Court’s work load causes delays 


Crime is not a stranger to the 
citizens of Inkster, nor the punish¬ 
ment meted to convicted felons 
by the local judge. 

But what appears to be strange 
in the city of Inkster is the length 
of time it takes to bring a code vio¬ 
lator before the judicial bench. 

Some say that in cases where 
city codes and ordinances are vio¬ 
lated, the citations are not dealt 
with expeditiously by the local 
court 

It was a concern more than one 
citizen expressed Tuesday night 
during a special city council meet¬ 
ing. The answer offered by city of¬ 


ficials varied, not enough staff at 
the courthouse. The excuse did 
not placate the citizens. 

”We have a lot of slum lords in 
this city who are issued tickets (for 
code violations), but it seems as if 
the tickets aren’t taken care. I 
have heard that it takes up to two 
to three years to get them settled,” 
said Debra Owens, a longtime 
Inkster resident. “The court 
docket always seems to be filled.” 

Owens said the situation could 
be remedied if the city had two 
presiding judges, and not one. 

’’According to Chapter 17 of our 
city charter,” Owens continued, 


“we should have two judges serv¬ 
ing the city. If that is right, why do 
we have only one?” 

The 22nd District Court, locat¬ 
ed in the city of Inkster, is served 
by Judge Sylvia James, and a 
court magistrate, Gary Hearns, 
who are responsible for all cases - 
felony and civil - that occur within 
the city. 

Owens questioned whether the 
city was not in violation of the city 
charter which specifically states, 
in Chapter 17, that the city shall 
be served by two judges. 

’’Are we not in violation of the 
charter?” she asked. 


City Attorney Milton Spokojny 
explained to the speaker and the 
audience that the local court was 
part of the state-wide judicial sys¬ 
tem, and that when the legislature 
abolished the municipal judge- 
ships, the lawmakers placed the 
Michigan Supreme Court in con¬ 
trol of the courts. The Supreme 
Court has the responsibility of 
overseeing the district court sys¬ 
tem. 

Spokojny also said that, though 
the higher court may recognize 
that Inkster does have a bigger 
case load than some of the other 
courts, the load may not warrant 


the need to hire a second judge. 

’’The Supreme Court would not 
fund a second judge,” the city at¬ 
torney stressed. 

Owens insisted the present 
judge was bogged down with crim¬ 
inal cases, and did not appear to 
have the time to hear civil mat¬ 
ters. 

Spokojny reiterated that “only 
the (Michigan) Supreme Court can 
add another judge”. The city at¬ 
torney also pointed out that the 
judge’s salary was only part of the 
issue. He said a second judge 
would need staff, such as a secre¬ 
tary, office space, and office sup¬ 


plies. 

“And the city would be respon¬ 
sible for 100 percent (of staff 
salaries and expenses).” 

Henry Lee Crump, former 
Inkster deputy police chief, who 
retired last month after 27 years 
with the police department, asked 
Spokojny whether the court mag¬ 
istrate could handle some of the 
civil cases. 

“No, because he is not an attor¬ 
ney,” said Spokojny, who quickly 
noted that a court magistrate with 
a law degree may help solve some 
of the problems. 


Chief Colwell calls for an end to domestic violence

Inkster Police Chief' Terry Col¬ 
well has called for an end of do¬ 
mestic violence. It is a goal than 
can be reached by mobilizing the 
combined resources of the feder¬ 
al, state and county governments. 

The veteran law enforcement 
official, in accepting an award 
presented to him by Wayne Coun¬ 
ty Council’s Against Violence, 
urged the audience to get involved 
in their communities and to assist 
those who are trying to eradicate 
violence in today’s society. 

“I am honored to receive this 
award and to be in such distin¬ 
guished company,” said Colwell, 
in accepting the award during cer¬ 
emonies held at Burton Manor in 
Livonia 

“The true winners are the sur¬ 
vivors of domestic violence,” Col¬ 
well added. “The credit belongs to 
those who have the courage to 
face their deepest darkest nights 
and come out on the other side, 
better for the journey ahead.” 

' Colwell, born and raised in 
Western Wayne County and a 
Wayne High graduate, served in

combat in South Vietnam with the 


25th infantry Division. He is also a 
graduate of the Detroit Police 
Academy. 

During his watch as Inkster Po¬ 
lice Chief, Colwell has managed to 
successfully compete for and re¬ 
ceived millions of dollars in grant 
fund for programs such as Street 
Level Enforcement, Juvenile Jus¬ 
tice, Drug Elimination, Communi¬ 
ty Oriented Policing and Domestic 
Violence Prevention. 

Chief Colwell also is responsi¬ 
ble for the establishment of neigh¬ 
borhood mini-stations in Ihkster 
which are staffed by Uniformed 
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Patrol personnel. He was a mem¬ 
ber of the original task force, 
Wayne County Council for Pre¬ 
venting Domestic Violence in 
1991, and has managed to pursue 
a changing of attitudes about do¬ 
mestic violence in the law en¬ 
forcement community. 

In 1997, Colwell also was in¬ 
strumental, along with First Step, 
in establishing a full-time Domes¬ 
tic Violence Response Unit con¬ 
sisting of an assistant prosecutor, 
two police officers and a victim’s 
advocate. The unit has managed 
to assist several hundred victims 


of domestic violence. 

Colwell pointed out in his brief 
acceptance speech that the suc¬ 
cess of the domestic violence pro¬ 
grams “also belongs to First Step 
and all the other shelter pro¬ 
grams, the prosecutor’s office and 
the collective leaders of criminal 
justice who demanded a change 
from the past law enforcement re¬ 
sponse to “family trouble” to treat¬ 
ing domestic violence as the as¬ 
sault crime it really is. 

“Changing from simply walking 
the batterer away from the house 
across the street to an arrest and 


criminal orocess,” the chief said. 

Colwell concluded with the fol¬ 
lowing remarks: “I thank all of you 
for inviting me into this process 
and providing me with the oppor¬ 
tunity to be an advocate for 
change. 

“I would also like to implore 
Mike Duggan, the new Wayne 
County Prosecutor, to continue 
this work on behalf of all of us 
who have worked so hard the past 
10 years or some, and also for the 
future generations, who may see 
an end to domestic violence.”

As Campbell watched the doe 
vanish, she suddenly heard a loud 
crash and thought at the time that 
someone had tossed a rock at her 
car She then saw a buck land on 
to the read, stumble momentarily, 
then raise himself and give chase 
after the doe.

Taxes to go up

There is some good news and 
some bad news for Wayne home- 
owners and taxpayers. 

Taxes will go up 3.2 percent 
next year, Thomas Norwood, the 
city’s finance director, informed 
mayor and council Tuesday night 
Norwood advised the local 
lawmakers ‘that the inflation rate 
for use in the 2001 capped value 
formula and the 2001 Headlee 
formula will be 3.2 percent” 

“As you know Proposal A limits 
annual increases in taxable value 
- the value on which property tax¬ 
es are calculated - to the inflation 


rate or 5 percent whichever is 
less,” Norwood stressed. 

For the 2001 tax year, the infla¬ 
tion rate has been established at 
3.2 percent compared to 1.9 per¬ 
cent in the 2000 tax year and 1.6 
percent in 1999. 

“This means that individual 
taxable valuations will not in¬ 
crease more than 3.2 percent for 
properties not having new con¬ 
struction in the year 2000,” Nor¬ 
wood concluded.

Right to stand by honest Pat 


When Westland City Council 
President Trav Griffin resigned, 
recall leader Brenda Gracin said, 
“Two down and two to go.” 

But will Westland Councilmen 
David Cox and David James go? 

Griffin and Councilwoman 
Sharon Scott, who resigned a 
month before Griffin, left volun¬ 
tarily But Cox and James say they 
will face voters in Tuesday’s re¬ 
call election. 

The recall stems from the four 
council members’ Jan. 18 vote to 
dismiss popular City Clerk Patri¬ 
cia Gibbons two years before her 
pension vested. The previous 
week, Cox and Griffin had tossed 
the 23-year-employee out of her 
office. 

Many residents thought that 
Gibbons deserved better treat¬ 
ment. Others speculated that 
their boorish behavior was pay¬ 
back. After all, Gibbons had writ¬ 
ten a letter scolding the pair for 
writing an apparent election cam¬ 
paign letter on city clerk station¬ 
ary. 

Crowds flocked to city hall de¬ 
manding answers, receiving half 
answers and evasions. Outside 
Westland City Hall, protesters 
picketed. Inside the council 
chambers, meetings became loud 
and confrontational. 

Citizens formed phalanxes 
around speakers who wouldn’t 
give up the floor when their time 
expired to prevent disorderly per¬ 
son arrests. 

The commotion repelled May¬ 
or Bob Thomas from attending 
council meetings while attracting 
thousands of cable TV viewers to 
watch the supercharged meet¬ 
ings, Westland’s contribution 
to reality TV. 

While gossips mocked council 
absurdities, more clearer minds 
took note of the overdue changes 



in city policy prompted by the re¬ 
call. 

After years of being gouged for 
garbage disposal - Westland resi¬ 
dents pay four to five times the go¬ 
ing rate - the post-recall council 
dropped the onerous garbage 
millage. It also abandoned build¬ 
ing a new city hall with tax money 
diverted from road maintenance 
and Other vital city services. Be¬ 
cause of the recall, council voted 
to resurface or repair many aging 
roads. 

Most recently, the recall prod¬ 
ded the council to take up minori¬ 
ty citizens’ complaints about traf¬ 
fic stops. Council’s failure to hear 
the complaints created the im¬ 
pression of a cover-up. What were 
the police hiding? 

Nothing, it turned out after the 
recall drove Griffin from office 
and Police Chief Emery Price was 
able to explain law enforcement 
policies and techniques to minori¬ 
ty residents. Not only did the re- 
call-prompted removal of Griffin 
enable the police to have a forum 
to educate the public, by estab¬ 
lishing contact with minority resi¬ 
dents, perhaps the city can work 
with the NAACP to settle prob¬ 
lems out of court, a move that 
could save the city a fortune in liti¬ 
gation fees. 

While the recall has, on bal¬ 
ance, done a lot of good for citi¬ 
zens used to receiving the short 
end of the stick, will it be a good 


thing to recall Cox and James? 

Not according to Cox, who said 
that the recall would spook coun¬ 
cil members. 

“We will have paralysis,” he 
said at a recent council meeting. 

James, who has stated that the 
recall is in God’s hands, previous¬ 
ly said that he voted to dismiss 
Gibbons because of her council 
evaluations and city administra¬ 
tors’ criticisms. 

Some support the recall tar¬ 
gets. 

‘The Westland Police Officers 
Association believes when elected 
officials are threatened with the 
possibility of a recall when doing 
their job. it will lead to indecisive 
elected officials,” wrote Officer 
David M. Hochstein, union presi¬ 
dent 

Officer Hochstein is right you 
shouldn’t recall officials for doing 
their job. 

But have Cox and James, nei¬ 
ther regular council meeting at¬ 
tendees, been doing their job? 

Not in my opinion, with regard 
to the city clerk. 

While Pat Gibbons may have 
displeased Cox by speaking out 
against the improper letter on city 
clerk’s stationary, she brought in¬ 
tegrity to the clerk’s office by re¬ 
fusing to let the letter slide, by re¬ 
porting that a laptop computer 
had been stolen from the clerk’s 
office under the previous clerk’s 
regime, and by taking away city 
council members’ keys to the 
clerk's office so absentee ballots 
could not be tampei-ed with. 

With all the turmoil in the 
Florida election about recounts 
and ballot tampering, it’s easy to 
see how right the recall group was 
to stand by honest Pat 


That’s it! The line has been crossed! 


As the nation was observing 
Veterans’ Day on Nov. 11th, the 
Gore campaign was distributing 
a five page memo with instruc¬ 
tions to local Democrat election 
officials in Florida on how to dis¬ 
qualify as many military absentee 
ballots as possible from overseas 
troops. 

The instruction falsely stated 
that absence of a “postmark” on 
military ballots was grounds to 
throw them out 

In some counties half or nearly 
all of the military ballots were 
disqualified. Orange County, for 
instance, rejected 117 of 147 over¬ 



seas ballots.

Two other pieces of propa¬ 
ganda hit the newspapers re¬ 
cently. I guess Ray Blow’s 
sister decided to conjure up 
her own little piece of the ac¬ 
tion.

“If your home does have a 
draft, remove cracked caulk 
and replace it with new caulk 
and fit weather stripping into 
the cracks around windows 
and doors. 

An open chimney also will 
pull warm air from a room, 
Goetz said, and he suggests 
that fireplace dampers and 
glass fireplace doors should be 
closed when the fireplace is 
not in use. 

Two overlooked places 
worth insulating are where the 
foundation meets the floor 
joints, as well as the sidewalls 
of crawl spaces. 

Not only will insulation re¬ 
duce air infiltration and heat 
loss, but it also will prevent 


water pipes in crawl spaces 
from freezing. 

One of the least expensive 
updates is putting a clean fil¬ 
ter in your furnace, he said, 
and check to see if they need to 
be replaced monthly during 
peak heating months. 

Some other cost cutters are: 


•lower thermostat at night 
and when not home for a few 
hours. 

•check heat registers to en¬ 
sure that drapes or furniture 
do not block airflow. 

•keep your humidifier pad 
clean of calcium deposits for 
best results.

Seven-member council representation is what I want 


After reading the “No on re¬ 
call” article written on behalf 
of the Westland Police Lieu¬ 
tenants and Sergeants Asso¬ 
ciation by Sgt. James Dexter, 
president, and the “No vote 
urged” sent on behalf of the 
Westland Police Officers Asso¬ 
ciation by Officer David M. 
Hochstein, president, I feel 
compelled to reply to these ar¬ 
ticles. 

First I would like to com¬ 
ment on a couple of remarks 
that were written in the letter 
sent by the W/L Lts. & Sgts. As¬ 
soc. by President James Dex¬ 
ter: To sav a recall is wrong 


because the two councilmen 
being recalled “did their job.” 
Or to say “Now, because a few 
people didn’t agree with the 
way they did their job, i.e., the 
way they voted, a recall was 
started. You ask if this is good 
practice? Is this a message we 
want to send to our elected of¬ 
ficials? Vote my way or face a 
recall. Is there going to be a 
recall every time a citizen 
doesn’t agree with the way a 
council person votes? Is this 
the message you want to 
send?” 

I would also like to com¬ 
ment on a remark sent in by 


the WPOA written by David 
Hochstein, President, to quote: 
“The WPOA believes it is 
wrong to recall any elected of¬ 
ficial based on the principal 
that a vocal group of citizens 
disagrees with a decision that 
they made. They were elected 
to do a job, which they did and 
they are now facing a recall.” 
I’ll skip down through the 
paragraph to: “The WPOA be¬ 
lieves when elected officials 
are threatened with the possi¬ 
bility of a recall when doing 
their job, it will lead to indeci¬ 
sive elected officials.” 

I like many other citizens in 


this city am not really con¬ 
cerned that a certain person 
lost a job.

Parity is the key word out 
of Western Lakes Conference

Parity is the word in the West¬ 
ern Lakes Conference basketball 
circuit this season, according to 
Jeremy Rheault, one of four new 
coaches on the block.

50 per¬ 
cent of the coaches in the 10-team 
conference may be new. 

“So we also have a situation 
where we really don’t know what 
to expect in the way of strategy 
and basketball philosophy” 


As for his new charges, or 
Chiefs, Rheault says that he will 
install a game that will give his 
players more opportunities to 
shoot 

“There will be a difference (be¬ 
tween his and the former coach’s) 
strategy because of our personal 
concepts about the game,” 
Rheault continued. “I would like 
to see our players taking more 
shots from the perimeter and 
shoot more than we did in the 
past 

’’Also, on defense, we may be 
pressing more than we did in the 
past” 

To employ his varied tech¬ 
niques, Rheault has a fine-core 
mixture of seniors and juniors 
who if they blend can make the 
league sit up ap take notice. 

In the senior group are Jay 
Sofpn (6-0), Andrew Holmes (6-5), 
Jerry Gaines (6-4), Nick Cabau- 
atan (510”), Oliver Wolcott (6-0), 
and Rian Barker (5-10). 

Most of the names should be fa¬ 
miliar to high school fans. Wolcott 
and Gaines are coming off of a 
successful football season which 
ended in the regional finals at 
Clarkston where the host elimi¬ 
nated the Chiefs, 41-31. 

But Gaines, one of the top ath¬ 
letes in the conference, suffered 


an serious injury which may take 
time to heal, so he may not be 
available for the opener or even 
shortly afterward. 

Rheault also has an excellent 
junior corps of made up of 
promising juniors who could 
make a difference on this team. In 
that group are Billy Gazsi, a 6’2” 
forward who was moved up to var¬ 
sity by coach Young at mid-season 
a year ago and contributed to the 
team’s success. 

And Brendan Murphy, a 6-2 for¬ 
ward, also picked up some experi¬ 
ence as an inside threat with last 
year’s squad. 

Other notable juniors include *

Wayne County is one of 27 
counties in the new Drive 
Michigan Safely Task Force. 
Member communities peri¬ 
odically beef up enforcement 
by focusing on safety belt vio¬ 
lations and drunk drivers dur¬ 
ing the next 12 months through 
a series of five highly pub¬ 
licized blitzes. 

The Thanksgiving weekend 
begins the first crackdown. 

In Westland, Brokas said 
that officers will concentrate 
on Ford and Wayne Roads to¬ 
day (Thursday) and tomorrow. 
Saturday officers move to Ford 
and Newburgh. Sunday to 
Cherry Hill and Wayne. 

Monday to Wayne and War¬ 
ren. Tuesday to Ford and 
Wayne. Wednesday to Cherry 


Hill and Wayne. 

November 30 to Ford and 
Newburgh. December 1 and 2 
to Ford and Wayne. And De¬ 
cember 3 to Ford and New¬ 
burgh. 

Federal funding will help 
pay for the manpower. The 
state’s Office of Highway 
Safety Planning has received 
$1.5 million from the Feds to 
local police departments for 
task force officers’ overtime 
pay, saving the Westland force 
enough money to participate. 

While this weekends crack¬ 
down is planned, police de¬ 
partments, sheriffs’ offices, 
and state police are brain¬ 
storming the next ones. Efforts 
will include community out¬ 
reach and education programs 
to help boost drivers’ compli¬ 
ance with traffic laws. 

Police feel this is necessary 
to combat rising traffic fatal¬ 
ities and drunk-driving- 
related deaths. Michigan traf¬ 
fic fatalities rose from 1,367 in 
1998 to 1,386 in 1999. 

Despite an increase in 
alcohol-related traffic arrests 
in 1999, Michigan's alcohol- 
related traffic deaths in¬ 
creased, from 525 in 1998 to 541 
in 1999. The rate of alcohol- 
related deaths increased as 
well. Alcohol arrests rose to 
61,803 in 1999, up from 60,971 in 
1998. Alcohol arrests included 
OUIL (operating under the in¬ 
fluence of liquor), impaired, 
zero tolerance and CDL alco¬ 


hol violations. 

“Using this new strategy, 
Drive Michigan Safely Task 
Force members will identify 
when and where these traffic 
patrols will take place to make 
the biggest positive impact in 
their communities,” said Betty 
J. Mercer, the Michigan State 
Police officer in charge of the 
task force. 

Mercer added, “We are hope¬ 
ful that the impact of the new 
changes in Michigan’s drunk 
driving laws will result in a 
more positive report next year.” 


in a more positive report next 
year.” 

During the December holi¬ 
days, task force officers will 
fight drunk driving with “Oper¬ 
ation Nightcap,” a saturation 
patrol program targeted in the 
highest crash areas. Special 
funding allows officers to tar¬ 
get problem areas with intense 
enforcement at the time of day 
and day of the week when most 
alcohol-related crashes occur. 
The goal is to discourage 
drunk driving through highly 
visible enforcement.

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Bookworms thrive; 
so do hook thieves

The good news is that Will¬ 
iam P. Faust Public Library is 
flourishing. 

The bad news is that book¬ 
worms won’t be able to check 
out books today or tomorrow. 
They’ll have to wait until 10 
a.m. Saturday when the library 
reopens. 

However, patrons may re¬ 
turn books, videos and other 
checked out items in drop 
books. 

As for the good news, li¬ 
brary Director Sandra Wilson 
and new Library Board 
Trustee Bill Gabriel reported 
to the Westland City Council 
that the city’s bookworms are 
reading more than ever. 

“In our third year, we had 
35,709,” Wilson said. “About 42 
percent of residents have 
cards -- this is a high statistic.” 

Even higher when the nu¬ 
mber of people sharing cards 
are factored in, she pointed 
out. 

“The city should be proud,” 
she said. 

Not only have more patrons 
signed up for cards, by their 
using their cards. Patrons 
checked out 721,064 items for a 
one-year period that ended 
June 30 - a nine percent in¬ 
crease over the previous year, 
she said. 

About 5,250 patrons come in 
per week, she estimated. 

However, not all items are 
being returned. 

“We have a high overdue 
rate that’s scary for a library 


that’s only three years old,” 
she said. “Beginning last fiscal 
year (July 1, 2000), we were 
owed 96,300 items.” 

To recoup the missing CDs, 
books, and videos, the library 
has hired a collection agency 
to dun the deadbeats. When 
that fails, the library has the 
police department issue mis¬ 
demeanor tickets. 

“It’s our responsibility to 
protect our collections,” she 
said. “It’s important for citi¬ 
zens to bring back materials 
because other people want 
them. Even if you give us 
money, many items are out of 
print and we can’t replace 
them.” 

At the same time materials 
are being lost to thieves, 
money has been pouring in 
from supporters. Wilson said 
the library has received 
$14,670 in gifts, $8,388 from the 
Friends of the Library, which 
holds used books sales to raise 
money, and $50,000 from the 
state of Michigan - all funds 
which supplement the li¬ 
brary’s $1.6 million budget. 

If the library lacks anything, 
it’s employees. 

“We have a small excellent 
staff of 13 full-time em¬ 
ployees,” she said. “But other 
libraries who do the same 
business have double the bud¬ 
get and double the staff.” 

The city council accepted 
the report without offering any 
hints about whether the li¬ 
brary’s budget or staff would 
be increased in the July 1, 
2001-June 30, 2002 budget.
